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To the Citizens of Plainfield: 


In accordance with custom, we herewith submit a par- 
tial report of the school work done the past year. The 
Board find it impossible to give a full report, as the 
schools in divisions Black Hill and Spencer are still in 
session. Yet we feel assured the work accomplished will 
be satisfactory, knowing the co-operation of pupils, teach- 
ers, and parents to do all that can be done to make a suc- 
cessful school. These two divisions, in the Fall term, were 
unfortunately visited with the whooping-cough, causing a 
reasonable excuse to close the schools,, which were not 
opened again until the Winter term. Miss Colby, at East 
Plainfield, on account of sickness in the Fall, was obliged 
to give the work over to Mrs. Moulton for the rest of the 
term. at. 


The Meriden division was taught by one teacher dur- 
ing the Summer and Fall terms, but this Winter it seemed 
best to open the primary room again; probably another 
summer the schools will be combined as last year. 


We find in some of our schools young ladies and gentle- 
men who have made the interest greater, and reflect credit 
upon our teachers, that they preferred to attend the dis- 
trict school at home rather. than enter our-higher schools 
atan age when they need the restraining influence of 
home discipline. : 


We have exchanged our old grammars for: the new 
English text books; which are a great. improvement, 
teaching pupils to acquire good language, by use and 
composition, rather than set rules and definitions. We 
also purchased supplementary reading for some of the 
advanced pupils, and feel well paid in the understanding 
manner in which they read at the closing exercises. 
Physiology has been successfully taught according to law. 
Teachers and scholars have given this text book, which 
IS SO full of useful instruction, a good deal of attention 
and without doubt the rising generation will be profited 
thereby. 
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There have been new fences built around the school- 
yards at Meriden and at the Plain, which were greatly 
needed; also the out-buildings were newly sheathed and 
whitewashed inside. We would ask you to consider the 
need of new seats and desks in some of our school rooms, 
and at our annual school meeting in March, vote to raise 
the funds for the new seating of one school room at least. 

This report, which is only a little glimpse of what has 
been done the past year, is respectfully submitted.
